He studied every 
lacteal possibility of the cow, intro- 
duced modern dairy methods, made 
bis products a little better than those 
of his competitors aud broadened out 
from year to year until his wares were 
a familiar byword iu all the, North- 
west. The progress of his herd from 
Its modest start to its present position 
is plain even to tue dullest eye, but 
travel along its' trail is light. 


Standard of Living is What Costs, 


In the '-Pilgrim's Scrip," in the No- 


vemoer AMERICAN MAGAZINE, a con- 
tributor writes au analysis claiming 
that the cost of living has not gone up, 
but that the standard of living has in- 
creased. To prove it, he writes as fol- 
lows: 


"As a boy in the early '70's, I re- 


member going to the store for my 
mother and paying nothing less than 
$1.00 per pound for tea. Flour was 6 
or 7 cents per pouud. Sugar 8 to 10 
cents. Coffee 40 and 45 cents. A pair 
of high boots, such as I wore in the 
winter, cost ?7.50 or $8 00, and to make 
them last they were copper-toed. My 
father was a country parson 
with 


never more than §1,000 per annum. 
I'm a free lance, earning from $2,500 
to §4,000. 'Tis true. I'm no better off 
than was my father, but the fault is 
mine, not the cost of necessities. I 
pay 60 cents a pound for tea, 8 or 4 
cents for flour. 5 to 7 cents for sugar, 
29 to So cents for coflee, §3.50 to §4.00 
for the boots without protectors. Then 
why is it so? iSimply this, I have 
altered the whole plan of living as 
compared with my father's time, and 
instead of doing the thousand and one 
things personally which my parents 
did for themselves, I employ others to 
do them for me, and, of course, have 
to pay them. A dollar is not a unit of 
gold, but a unit of labor. Now, labor 
is dear iu this country because it is 
scarce, and for no other reason.

gives a timely warning to city men 
who are thinking about going "back 
to tbe laud." His article "Before You 
Buy That barm," is based ou wide

cultural conditions in the east. '-About 
twenty-rive iu each oue hundred of 
farmers,1'states Mr. Jenkins, "receive 
a labor income of 20 to 30 per cent on 
their investment, tbe other seventy- 
five receive from 0 to 10 per cent on 
their investment. The investment ia 
usually from $5,000 to §10,000. Placing 
$8.000 as the average, the best farmers 
receive a salary of $2,400 for all the 
work done by the family, after paying 
interest ou investment and all expen- 
ses.

known her long and well pronounce 
her a woman of unusually strong and 
independent mentality. She had been 
a school teacher earlier in her life, 
for a period of from eight to ten years. 


There is no direct evidence in the 


case of any coercion or even persua- 
sion having been used by the legatee 
to procure the making of this will. 
Neither was she standing in any such 
close ami confidential relationship to 
the testatrix as to justify any infer- 
ence 
of undue influence
